Government Concedes First Step

Some Revealing Speeches 


A lithe: move ahead" was the general verdict 
of MP. supporters of a Jewish Army on the result 
of the debate which took place in the Commons on 
Thursday last week just before the House rose for 
ihe summer recess. The Government reply to the 
debate was made by Sir James Grigg, Secretary of 
Siate for War 

tic said that although the Government's decision 
against the fermation of a Jewish Army stood, and 
the Jews had abundant opportunitics of taking part 
in the struggle against the arch-persecutor of thei 
race, that did not dispose of the question, because 
there was a second one—the desire of the Jews in 
Palestine to be in a position to detend Palestine 
against possible attack by Axis forces, and obviously 
this question had assumed ereatly added importance 
in view Of the natural anxicty created by Rommel's 
advance into Egypt. 

Since his statement on July 7 that the Colonial 
Secretary (Lord Cranborne) had telegraphed to the 
High Commissioner urging acceleration of the 
arming and traming of all police formations in 
Palestine and immediate expansion of part-time 
police, the Government had been in communication 
with the High Commissioner for Palestine and the 
Commander-in-Chief in the Middle East, and as a 
result he was able to make an announcement as to 
the policy of Government. 


Government's Decision 


The Government,, continued Sir James, have 
recently had under review the adequacy of the exist- 
ing arrangements for affording all sections of the 
communiy im Palestine the opportunity they desire 
to deiend their country against a possible attack by 
the Axis forces. They have come to the conclusion 
that the following further measures to strengthen 
the defences of the country should now be adopted : 

!. A Palestine Regiment of the British Army will be 
created at once, consisting of separate Jewrsh and Arab 
Infantry Battalions for gencral service in the Middle 
East Normally the Regiment will be employed in 
Palestine of adjacem countries for the defence of 
Palestine. The existing Palestinian Companics of the 
Bulls will be incorporated into the Regiment. and it is 
hoped to obtain at least 10,000 additional recruits for i 

2 The Palestine Volunteer force, recruitment for 
which is open to all sections of the community, will be 
expanded to a maximum of 7,000 as arms. cquipment, 
and training facilities can be made available 

i} The establishment of the Jewish Rural Special 
Police will be compicted by the enrolment of 1,500 
addiniOnal recruits, requisite training staff and co-ordina- 
tion officers, arms, and equipment to be provided by the 
Commandct-in-Chief, Middic East. as soon as circum- 
Stances permit. 

4 In addition, the training and cquipment of existing 
units will be continued as rapidly as possible 

When Sir James read the Palestine Regiment item 
of the above, Colonel Cazalet interposed to ask 

Will there have to be equal numbers? Suppose 
8,000 Jews and only 2,000 Arabs volunteer? " 

Sir James answered: “ There will be no insistence 
On strict numerical parity.”

‘DOOR NOW OPEN” 


Anglo-U.S. Committee’s 
Statement 


On behalf of the Anglo-American Committce for 
a Jewish Army, Captain Jeremiah Helpern has 
issued the following statement on the recent debate 
in the House of Commons: 

* Our Committee is gratified that, following the 
debate initiated by Mr. lan Hannah, M.P., one of 
tts members, the Government has advanced a fittle 
from its previous attitude on this question, This 
is undoubtedly in large measure due to the work ol 
the very iffluential membership of our Committec, 
which now includes. some seventy Senators and 
Congressional leaders in the United States, and 
some hundreds of other prominent non-Jewish and 
Jewish leaders of public opinion in Naval, Military, 
Academic, and other circles here and in America. 
Ihe work of the Committee, which began in the 
United States nearly three years ago, has been made 
more widely known in the United Kingdom during 
the last three months. In this work we’have encoun- 
tered a litthe opposition trom Jews, some of them 
Zionists, and some anti-Zionists, as was the case 
in the struggle for a Jewish fighting force during the 
last wal On the other hand we have received 
invaluable help from prominent public men of all 
Shades of opinion, 


Committee's Policy 


“ We must take this opportunity of dissociating 
ourselves entirely from any views Or opinions 
expressed by members of our Committee during the 
debate on matters outside the strict limits of the 
subject of the Jewish Army. The Anglo-American 
Commiutice for a Jewish Army exists for this pur- 
pose and for no other. It includes among is 
members persons of all religions, politics, and views 
on other matters, it includes Zionists, non-Zionists, 
and anti-Zionists. For this reason it is especially 
necessary to bear in mind the strictly limited con- 
cern of the Committee and as a consequence that 
outside those limits the Committee as such has 
absolutely no political policy or colouring. 

“The formation of separate Jewish imiantry 
battalions has now been authorised by the Govern- 
ment and the illogical condition that the number 
of Jewish volunteers must be governed by the 
number of Arab volunteers has been dropped. 

* By granting these small concessions the Govern- 
ment has, for the first time—and as a direct result 
of the new and entirely different method of approach 
to the problem adopted by our Committee—shown 
its readiness to satisfy to some extent the eagerness 
of Jews to participate in this war as Jews. 

* The Government concessions, though not large, 
nevertheless go beyond the original offer of Dr, 
Weizmann or its recently revised form, although the 
Jewish Agency was neither consulted nor informed 
by the Government before this decision. 

“The door now seems to be open for the considera- 
tion of the wider project for a Jewish Army, which our 
Commitice will submit in due course to the British 
and Allied Governments with the backing of high 
military and strategic authorities, and responsible 
leaders of public opinion. Our Committee regard 
the Government proposals as only an instalment 
towards the realisation of the full Jewish Army 
project. If they are not that, then they can only 
serve as a diversion from the major aim, in the 
same way as the plan of partition served to obtus- 
cate the original purpose of the Balfour Declaration, 


Forward, to Full Fighting Partnership 


“ The Anglo-American Committee for a Jewish 
Army can see no valid reason why the Government 
should not now proceed to recruit a number of 
Jewish divisions in Palestine and an equal number 
of divisions of stateless Jews elsewhere, The 
Government has not fixed any limit to the numbers 
of Jewish battalions which could be recruited. Our 
Committee see no reason for withholding from the 


Jewish people the opportunity which they seek of 


becoming a full fighting partner among the Allied 
Armies in their struggle for freedom. Because this 
alone would give them an effective voice at the 
Peace Conference, when the question of their future 
will be considered, the withholding of it cannot fail 
to suggest an effort to deprive them in advance of 
this right to a say in their own destinies. 

“In conclusion our Committee cannot refrain 
from expressing its astonishment that the spokesman 
of the Jewish Agency, Colonel Cazalet, and the 
Jewish Member of Parliament, Mr. Lipson, found 
it necessary to dissociate themselves from the wider 
scheme of Jewish man-power sponsored by 
Committee”

IN DEATH NOT 
DIVIDED 


Last Voyage of a Jewish 
Soldier 


We have received the following account of a most 
extraordinary coincidence from Major L. Rabino- 
witz, Senior Jewish Chaplain to the M.E.F.: 

Here is the true story of 1643807 Gunner Ruben 
Clyne, of the “XX” Light Anti-Aircraft Battery, 
M.E.F. It is a story which ts connected with the 
gallant and heroic defence of Malta, an epic which 
puts even renowned Tobruk in the shade, which 
will surely go down in history as the supreme 
example of the courage and determination of the 
British people, which has gained for the island the 
unique and well-deserved distinction of the George 
C ross 

We hear much of tts gallant defence, we thrill 
with pride and relief when a convoy, braving all 
the dangers upon earth, above the earth, and im the 
waters which are under the carth reaches its shores. 
But until the war is over a veil must of necessity De 
drawn over the courageous but frustrated attempts 
to get through, of the casualties caused in that 
desperate venture, of the brave men, soldiers, 
sailors, and airmen who have died that Malta might 
fight on, that England might live. Ut ts that veil 
which | permit mysell to lit for a moment, even 
if it must hastily be let down again for ™ the 
duration,” 

The regiment of which “ X ~ battery was a com- 
ponent, was ordered to Malta to strengthen the 
A.A. defences of the island. The first halt of the 
battery got through, and are at the moment among 
the immortal defenders of the island. The second 
half tried once, but were torpedoed, and had to 
return, made another attempt, but alter beating oil 
one am attack after another were eventually tor- 
pedoed some 30 miles north of Tobruk, some 300 
miles from Alexandria whence they had sailed. The 
survivors were quickly taken off and brought back 
to Alexandria 


* Missing, Believed Drowned ” 


Casualties were fortunately few, but among them 
was Gunner Clyne, a young married man. He was 
duly reported * missing, believed drowned, and 
his bereaved widow informed. 

The half battery, foiled in its attempt to reach 
the island, was ordered to take part m the anti 
aircraft defence of the vital port of Alexandria, 
awaiting another opportunity of getting through. 
Along a certain stretch of the coast its guns were 
sct up. and they found plenty to do! 

Ten weeks passed. he memory of the excite- 
ments and dangers of their abortive attempt to run 
the gauntlet of the most dangerous seca journey im 
the world faded. Somewhere in the watery wastes 
of the Mediterranean their erstwhile comrade had 
found his grave. 

[hen one morning a sentry patrolling the coast 
no more than a mile from Battery H.Q. saw an 
object lying on the beach. It was a dead body 
washed up on the shore. A bearer-party reverently 
bore the body away. Ut was examined and an 
identity disc and papers rolled up in a waterproof 
covering proved conclusively that it was the body 
of Gunner Clyne, which had floated 300 miles from 
the scene of the loss of the ship, to end up almost 
at the very spot where were stationed his comrades 
with whom he had lived, laughed, and fought, with 
whom in life he has had so many ties. ; 

The sea had given up its dead, and given it to 
those who had a rightful claim to it. 

It.was my sad duty to officiate at the interment 
of his remains in the British War Cemetery at 
Alexandria. As his comrades, Jewish and non- 
Jewish, bore the coffin draped with the Union 
Jack from the hearse to the grave, as I read the 
committal service, my sorrow, deep and sincere 
though it was, was lessened at the thought 
ef this amazing coincidence, which had given him 
honoured burial in the presence of his comrades 
instead of the nameless grave of the sea. 


THE DEFENCES WHICH CHECKED 
ROMMEL 
Alamein Was Fortified by Jews 


In the course of a communication from Major L. 
Rabinowitz, Senior Jewish Chaplain to the M.E.F.., 
the fact is revealed that the defence works which 
checked Rommel at Alamein and which, therefore, 
played a key part in saving Egypt in the last German 
thrust, were built by Jewish sappers. 

“TI am proud of the fact,’ writes Major Rabino- 
witz, “that the defences there (at Alamein) are 
100 per cent Palestinian Jewish work. A Palestine 
Jewish artisan works company of Royal Engineers 
did the actual work, while a R.A.S.C. unit provided 
the transport of men and material. Both were 
100 Dg cent Jewish units from the O.C.s down- 
wards.” 


‘THE PARIS HORROR’ 


Eye-Witness Tells of Mass 
Jew-Hunt | 


Details of the recent Paris mass round-up of Jews 
for deportation—described as the “ greatest horror 
Paris has known since the executions of the Revolu- 
tion “—have been given in a cye-witness account in 
the Daity EXprRess. 

It started at 5.30 a.m. on July 16. French police 
made simultaneous raids in different parts of the 
capital, with a list of 28,000 Jews—men, women, and 
children—to be herded into barricaded parks. 

One witness said: “ Women fought the police like 
tigers, and ran screaming through the streets with 
babies in their arms and children clinging. 

* Parts was in chaos. Everywhere you went you 
saw running men and women, with the Jewish yellow 
star on their breasts. No civilians tried to stop them, 
Feeling was too strong that the French police should 
have accepted this task. Suicides numbered at least 
300. L saw four myself. In the Rue de Poitu, two 
girls threw themselves from windows 

* Batch after batch of Jews were brought before 
German ollicers, who told them that the men were 
being sent to Bessarabia, the women into labour 
camps, and children over two into reformatory 


schools. 
Brutality to Children 


“ Mothers were told they would be allowed to 
keep their babies until they reached the age of two, 
when they would be taken away. Mothers with 
children over two clung to them when Germans 
ordered them apart. Brutally the children were tora 
from their mothers’ arms. Many were injured. 

* People ‘who, in pity, gave flecing Jews shelter 
were arrested. Some ol the police at last refused to 
arrest any more women and children. They were 
dismissed at once on German orders, and their 
identity cards were stamped, * Jewish sympathiser.’ 
The round-up was continued for two days more, 
bui German troops and the Gestapo took over the 
job ‘owing to inethiciency and lack of enthusiasm by 
the French police.” Thousands of Jews were herded 
in the parks and crowds who tried to pass them food 
were dispersed by German soldiers.” 

Another eye-witness account of the round-up 
of foreign Jews in Paris is quoted in the Swiss 
Berner TaGwacut. He says: “... Although these 
operations are being carried out, | must admit that 
1 would never have believed the touching sympathy 
shown by the non-Jewish population. In some 
cases, people hid whole families, gave them the keys 
of cellars and empty flats and immediately adopted 
abandoned children,”

about 14,000 Jews serving in various units of the 
Armed Forces. They were scattered all over the 
Middic East doing for the most part static jobs. 
There were some 6,000 to 7,000 men, of the 23,000 
Home Guards who had been sworn in, who were 
whole-time in their job, paid, armed, and partially 
trained, together with some 1,500 A.T.S. That was 
the whole effective contribution which the Jews so 
far had been allowed to make. 

Me. D. L. Larson (Ind., Cheltenham) here asked 
Colone! Cazalet to make it clear he was speaking 
of the Jews in Palestine. Jews throughout the world 
were serving in the British Army. 

Colonel Cazalet said he was referring solely to 
the Jews in Palestine. The Jewish Agency were 
contident that if certain steps were taken another 
79.000 Jewish fighting soldiers could be raised 
immediately and that the number in the Home 
Guard could be raised to something like 40,000 or 
$0,000, all this without disturbing ‘the essential war 
industry or agriculture of the country. 

Sie Derrick Gunston (Con., Thornbury) asked 
how the 200,000 were to be raised, and Colone! 
Cazalct answered that the 200,000 referred to by 
Mr. Hannah referred to a Jewish Army which could 
be raised in the United States and clsewhere. “I 
take no responsibility for that figure of 200,000."

Me Jimes GrirrtrHs (Lab., Lianelly). spcaking 
for the Labour Party Executive and the National 
Council of the Labour Party, said they fully appre- 
ciated that the Government had to take into account 
possible political repercussions.

Dhe present recruiting arrany 
ments im Palestine, Captain de Chair added, were a 
trifle archaic, but he had seen Arabs and Jews drill- 
ing side by side on the square at Sarafand and afte: 
a tew weeks training showing a discipline which 
would be a credit to the Brigade of Guards 


Mr. Lipson 


Mr. Lipson, who said he was a Jew, expressed 
gratitude to members for the sympathy shown for 
the Jews, and reminded the House that Jews were 
xrving in the British Army. Mr. Lipson proceeded 
to expound the “dual nationality’ argument 
Jewish nationalism. ‘* The anti-Semites 
argue that the Jews are a separate people, and that 
is how they justify the discrimination which 1s 
exercised against them in various parts of the world 
The argument is also supported by the views put 
forward by the Jewish Nationalists, who also talk 
about a Jewish people.” You could not have the 
best of both worlds. You could not claim all the 
advantages of a member of the Jewish people and 
also say I am British or French or American with 
equal rights with other citizens. He believed that 1! 
Jews fought together with non-Jews they would get 
to understand each other better. * This is not the 
time when one wants to emphasise the differences 
between Jew and non-Jew.” It was for this reason 
that he could not support the proposal. 

Mr. Georrrey Manper (Lib., East Wolver- 
hampton), who followed Mr. Lipson, “ could not 
help feeling that it was one thing for Jews living 
in this country or the United States or some other 
civilised community to take up an attitude like Mr. 
Lipson’s and a very different one for the persecuted 
minorities in other States, where they could not have 
the same feelings towards the country in which they 
had been living as they had here. Mr. Mander 
declared we had not given that fair play to the Jews 
under the Mandate which we should have done, and 
we must always remember in the terrible hour of 
difficulty which we and the Jews throughout the 
world were suffering that we must do eve?ything 
we could to make good to them now. 


Fighting Qualities of the Jews 


Sir Derrick Gunston joined with other members in 
Praising the fighting qualities of the Jewish race: 
and from personal experience in the East End said 
the Jews behaved as well and courageously in time 
of difficulty as any other people. But he was not in 
4vour of the creation of a Jewish Army. His main 
reason was that it would make settlement of the 
Jewish problem after the war much more difficult.

COMMANDER Locker-Lampson (Con., Hands- 
worth, Birmingham) said he had always been an 

yocate of a Jewish Army. What would the War 
if » which was full of intellectual eunuchs, think 

day came when the Canal was attacked and 


there were not half-a-million local levies to help 
defend it? The Colonial Office was equally anti- 
Semitic in its outlook in this connection. The policy 
of appeasement had not gained anywhere, and he 
asked the Government to stop taking their march- 
ing orders from Gandhi or the ex-Mufti and to do 
their duty and support the Jews in having an army 
of their own. 

WinG -COMMANDER James (Con... Welling- 
borough)) who began with an effusive eulogy of Mr. 
Lipson’s speech, coupled with a remark that there 
would be less anti-Semitism if Jews all followed 
Mr. Lipson’s line, asserted that this issue was really 
promoted by the extreme Zionist organisations and 
was an attempt to stake an exclusive claim for 
Palestine. The Jews could not go on trying to have 
it both ways, to have the benefit of citizenship of 
countries and an overriding external nationalism. 
He drew a distinction between the “ old-established 
British Jews’ and “the Zionist Jews.” to the 
latter's disadvantage. Neither historically nor 
ethnologically have the Jews in reality as much claim 
to the soil of Palestine as the Arabs have. In 
nearly all the discussions in the Jewish Press on this 
matter something very much like a veiled threat is 
made, and it is constantly asserted that the Uhited 
States’ interest in this matter is so vital and means 
so much that our relations to the United States 
largely depends upon our handling of the matter 
of Zionist aspirations in Palestine to-day. Lastly, 
| would like to ask how many British and American 
Jews who support in writing and by subscription a 
demand for a Jewish Palestine—themselves want to 
zo and settle in Palestine? It would be far more 
convincing if that were the case.” 

Sir James Grigg, in his reply. said that the 
Government had already decided against the Jewish 
Army project, and Parliament had been informed of 
the reason. He paid tribute to the way in which 
Jews had carried out their obligation fully and faith- 
fully for service in the British Forces. Every honour 
was due to them and to their desire to do this. He 
assumed a similar lability to serve, and correspond- 
ing freedom to volunteer, existed for Jews of United 
States nationality in relation to the United States 
forces. He repeated that Jews of alien nationality 
had very abundant opportunities for service in the 
British Army, as volunteers. After quoting. figures 
of Palestinian Jews serving, Sir James announced 
the new measures given above. He added that he 
hoped the House would agree that the Government 
were doing their utmost to enable Palestinian Jews 
to defend their country against what he described 
as the universal enemy. 


INTERNEES IN AUSTRALIA 


Me. Pomunp Harvey ¢ind., English Universities) 
asked the Home Secretary how many of the interned 
refugees who were deported to Australia in the 
Dunera two years ago, had been returned to this 
country or released in Australia: and whether any 
steps had been taken to improve the situation of the 
200 Jewish refugees prevented from returning to this 
country im consequence of restrictions debarring 
them from passing through the Panama Canal. 

Mr. Morrison: Every eflort was made both in 
this country and by my representative in Australia 
to overcome the obstacles to the return of approved 
internees from Australia after the Panama Canal 
route was closed to them, and | am glad to say 
that some 360 men are now on their way back. 
Separate figures tor refugees are not available, but 
of the German internees transferred to Australia 
over 1.100. or approximately half, have returned 
or are en route to the United Kingdom. According 
to the last report received from Australia, nearly 
S00 internees had been released in the Common- 
wealth and 119 had emigrated to other countries. 
Ihere are. therefore, now rather less than 600 
United Kingdom internees of German nationality 
in the camps in Australia; some ol these are not 
willing to undertake the voyage back to the United 
Kingdom, although their release on departure trom 
Australia has been authorised 


ALIENS AND CHILDREN OF ALIENS 


Sie Herperr Wittiams (Con., South Croydon) 
asked the Prime Minister whether the Treasury 
regulation which forbids the employment in_ the 
Civil Service of a person whose parents are aliens 
also extends to service in the Armed Forces. 

Mr. Attlee, in a written answer, said: | under- 
stand that the regulation referred to is to some 
extent relaxed in war-time to permit of the employ- 
ment in the Civil Service of any Suitable persons of 
alien parentage when necessary. Aliens and British 
subjects born of enemy alien parents are not eligible 
for service in certain branches of the Armed Forces, 
but otherwise there is no bar to voluntary enlistment 
in the Armed Forces of either aliens or British 
subjects whose parents are aliens. 


18Bs AND BY-ELECTIONS 


The Home Secretary informed  Flight-Licut. 
Challen (Con., Hampstead) that he was aware of two 
applications from persons detained under Regulation 
im to vote at Parliamentary by-elections, both of 
which he felt obliged to refuse. It would not in his 
opinion be right that a person whom it was necessary 
to detain in custody as a preventive measure should 
be temporarily released or taken under escort to 
attend a polling station. 


WOMEN DETAINEES’ TRANSFERENCE 


Arising out of questions by Mr. R. R. Strokes 
(Lab., Ipswich) about the removal of four women, 
detained under 188, at three hours’ notice from 
Hol'oway gaol to Aylesbury, which the Home Secre- 
tary said was due to special circumstances which 
were not likely to recur, Mr. Morrison added: “I 
hope that my hon. friend will not; even by infer- 
ence, associate himself with the unmannerly con- 
duct of these ladies at the me. 


PRIVILEGE FOR FRENCH AND DANES 


The Home Secretary said in a reply to Mr. [vor 
Tuomas (Lab., Keighley) that he would extend 
general exemption from restrictions upon the move- 
mem of aliens to individual French and Danish 
nationals who satisfied him they were trustworthy 
and loyal supporters of the Allied cause. Such

An Injustice to Jews 


The vital importance of defending the triangle 
Haifa-Suez-Aden in order to keep intact lines of 
communication for conveying stores and reinforce- 
ments to the Middle East and to prevent the Nazis 
from forcing the backdoor to the Caucasus, is 
stressed in a recent article by Geoffrey Lansdowne 
in the TRIBUNE. 

It is pointed out that the natural defences of the 
hilly areas in the Sjnai peninsula and Judea, on 
which a second line of defence ought to be based, 
would present enormous difficulties to the invader, 
while a still better guarantee for successful resist- 
ance was to be found in the loyalty and devotion of 
Palestinian Jewry to the Allied cause. The article 
says that it is fortunate that the coastal plain and 
the valleys of Palestine, where enemy forces and 
parachutists could land, are settled by Jews. 


Jews Keep Faith With the Allies 


“ Whatever their complaints against the British,” 
the writer states, “the Jews of Palestine, like their 
tellow-Jews throughout the world, will always keep 
faith with the Allied cause. Hitler's chances in the 
Eastern Mediterrancan would have been much 
fairer, if it were not for the Jews in Palestine, that 
‘thorn in Hitler's side,’ as Colonel Knox described 
them recently. The fact that there are half a million 
of them, spiritually and physically virile, a pro- 
gressive civilised society, and with the consciousness 
of a nation in the making, is of paramount import- 
ance in relation to the fate of democracy and the 
issue of the war in that part of the world.” 


Arab Axis Agents 


Palestine, he continues, would have become a 
stimulus to the whole of the Middle East had it not 
in the years preceding the war been “ the scene of 
much obstruction from feudal Arabs, Axis agents, 
and also trom stale. unimaginative British officials.” 
After comparing the tact that the 30 million Arabs 
in Egypt and east of Suez have not given any appre- 
ciable military support to the Allies, with the 
tremendous war eflort of the half-million Jews in 
Palestine, the article concludes by urging more 
moral support and encouragement to be given to 
hghting Palestinian Jewry. 

“If Palestine is to play an adequate part as a 
military and industria? base within the framework 
of Middle Eastern defences,” it says, “* not only its 
mountains and valleys would need fortifying 
People, however devoted to an ideal, grow passive 
if constantly faced with an attitude which 1s alter- 
natively humiliating and condescending. Britain is 
morally and militarily responsible for the main- 
tenance of the Middle East, and of Palestine. It 
must not ask the Jews to do what no nation has 
been asked to do: to fight and die, with the banner 
under which they live tucked away and their name 
allowed to be mentioned only in a whisper.” 


JEWISH AGENCY'S 
ATTITUDE 


Mr. Beri Locker, Political Adviser to the Jewish 
Agency, has given the official reaction of the 
Agency to the Governnfent’s latest Jewish Army 
measures, 

The measures announced last Thursday by pir 
James Grigg for the strengthening of Palestine 
defences constitute a welcome step forward. de- 
clared Mr. Locker, but they do not by any means 
© sufficiently far in enlisting the full man-power of 

alestine Jewry. 

The unification of the existing ten Jewish com- 
panies of the Buffs into Jewish battalions of the 
Palestine regiment on the decision to recruit an 
additional 10,000 men, opens new possibilities for 
the enlistment of thousands of Palestinian Jews 
in the fighting services, and there can be no doubt 
that the Jews of Palestine will wholeheartedly co- 
operate in this effort. 

But Jewish battalions in a mixed Palestine regi- 
ment are not a Jewish Fighting Force, continued 
Mr. Locker, although it is assumed that they will 
be granted their own Jewish name and badge. The 
Jewish Agency will continue to do all in its power 
to achieve the formation of such a force. At least 
20,000 Jewish men could be enlisted in such a 
fighting force in addition to the 14,500 who are 
already serving in the Army, Air Force, and Navy. 

On the question of the Jewish Home Guard in 
Palestine, Mr. Locker urged that the various Jewish 
police formations should be given military status. 
He hoped that the promise made by the Secretary 
of State that these formations would be trained and 
equipped as rapidly as possible would be carried 
out without delay, 

It was satisfactory to note, he said, that the Jewish 
settlement police was going to be augmented by 
1.500 additional recruits, and that the requisite 
training staff, co-ordination officers, arms, and 
equipment would be provided for it. 

It was important also that substantial numbers of 
Jews should be mobilised for Home Guard duties 
in the cities and townships of Palestine, Mr. Locker 
declared, as most of those serving in the police 
formations at present were drawn from the Jewish 
agricultural settlements. The enlargement of the 
Palestine Volunteer Force to some 2,000 went only 


part way towards meeting the situation. . 


The Jewish Agency believes that at least another 
25,000 to 30,000 Palestinian Jews could be enlisted 
for Home Guard duties, making a force of some 
$0,000. 


GERMAN REACTIONS 


In the German Home Service Radio, a speaker 
dealing with the British Government's statement 
on Jewish battalions in Palestine, regretted that “our 
soldiers will unfortunately be deprived of the 
pleasure of meeting troops wearing the badge of the 
Lion of Judah in this war,’ as the true feclings of 
the Jews who were fearing nothing so much as the 
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establishment of Jewish fighting units, had been 
expressed in the House by the Jewish member, 
Lipson. 

Another broadcast commented on the statement 
by the American Senator Johnson and declared that 
if the Jews really wanted to fight they had had 
plenty of time to form dn army during the last 
three years. 


WAR MINISTER’S STATEMENT A 
STEP FORWARD 


The view that the changes in the organisation of 
the defence of Palestine, as announced by the Secre- 
tary of State for War in the House Qi Commons 
debate, while not mecting fully Jewish demands, 
constitute an encouraging step forward towards the 
fulfilment of Palestine. Jewry's desire to co-operate 
to the full in the fight against Nazism and in the 
defence of their country, was expressed by Dr. 
isracl Feldman, a Vice-President of the Board of 
Deputies of British Jews, broadcasting in the Over- 
seas Service of the B.B.C. 


JEWS MUST FIGHT UNDER 
OWN FLAG 


Government’s Unwilling Attitude 


A mecting organised by the Hendon Zionist 
Socicty (jointly with the Hendon Young Zionist 
Socicty) passed a resolution on the subject of * The 
Jewish Fighting Force’ at the Alderton Hall, 
Alderton Crescent, Hendon, on Thursday evening 
of last week, that, realising the urgent necessity 
for the defence of Palestine, demands the immedi- 
ate enlistment of the Jews of Palestine together 
with the 16,000 Palestine Jews already serving, into 
a Jewish Fighting Force within the British Army. 

Mr. John Rosen, who presided, said he was glad 
to say that they were getting. a tittle way towards 
that request. 

Alderman A. A. Naar, M.B.E., J.P.,. (Deputy 
Mayor of Hendon), recalling that Jews were 
the first people against whom Hitler had declared 
war, said he was there because he wanted Jews to 
be allowed to fight back. He wanted the Jews to 
pe recognised as a nation against whom Hitler was 

ghting and he wanted the Jews to fight under their 
own banner. 

As an English Jew, said Alderman Naar, he did 
not think it was incompatible with the status of 
an English Jew to demand that there should be a 
Jewish Army 

The First Step 


Referring to the statement made by the War 
Minister in the House of Commons an the question, 
Alderman Naar said it was the first step, he thought, 
to the rccognition that Jews had a claim to an army 
ol their own. 

In her address Mrs. Barbara Ayrton Gould 
(who is a member of the National Exccutive of the 
Labour Partvy dealt with Sir James Griggs House 
of Commons statement on the subject, alter quoting 
one or two of the principal passages from it, 

One was the following passage : 

His Majesty's Government have recently 
review the adequacy of the cxisting arrangements for 
aflording all sections of the Community in Palestine the 
opportunity they desire to defend their country against. a 
Possibic attack by the Axis forces. 

* All sections,” she said, “ meant Arabs and 
Jews alike. In Irag the Arabs had definitely been 
on the Axis side. That had never happened any- 
where among the Jews. Personally, she did not 
trust the Arabs. She would trust the Arab people, 
provided they were not in the hands of the Arab 
overlords, many of whom, they knew, for a cer- 
tainty, were on the Axis side. They knew that the 
loyalty of the Jews was not questioned, so why 
should the British Government question the matter 
of raising the largest possible Jewish Forces in 
Palestine. 

Who. she asked, would be more vitally useful in 
desert fighting than the Jews who knew the language, 
the terrain, and who could do intelligence work and 
an enormous amount of work that not even now 
it was being suggested should be done?

SERMON FOR THE WEEK 


Jewish Programme 


E read in our portion of the Law _ these 
W vers: * Justice, justice shalt_thou follow, 
that thou mayest live.’—Deutcronomy, 

= 


xvi, 20. 

The world of to-day is significant in this, that it 
is a world in flux. Forms which have endured for 
generations have become meaningless. But the 
forms which will be adopted by the generation of 
to-morrow are not yet found. We have lost the 
intellectual structure which our fathers built in the 
19th century. Their ideologies and formulas wither 
away like flowers when their day is over. And we 
must look for a new intellectual home. The refugee 
is not only a fact but also a significant symbol of 
these times. Our danger in this world of flux ts a 
twofold one. We could hold on to formulas and 
ideologies which are no longer adequate to the new 
position or we could snatch at formulas and 
ideologies which are new but are not yet fully tested 
and might therefore turn out to be unsuitable for 
the future. The future is always the unknown 
country. 

The words of our portion of the Law give a 
gencral direction without application to the special 
cases with which everyday life confronts us. “Justice, 
justice shalt thou follow, that thou mayest live.” 
These words remind us what Judaism ts. Ideologies 
may wither away like grass. Political principles 
valid yesterday may be considered dead to-day. 
But Judaism—and these words “ Justice, justice 
shalt thou follow, that thou mayest live” are 
Judaism—is immeasurably above this growing and 
decaying of the ideologies. Judaism is an eternal 
answer to the problems of humanity. Judaism may 
become a source of ideologies but is not identified 
with the ideology of any special cra. In times of 
movement and fluctuation we must go back to the 
source. Jewish knowledge is needed first of all. I 
the generation has knowledge of Judaism, it will be 
uble to choose among the political ideologies and 
discern what is for the day alone and what will last 
longer because it is Connected with the eternal answer 
ol Judaism. 


|' we look around we see two badges, the cross 

and the hammer and sickic, both fighting against 
the swastika. What about Jewry? Jewish youth ts 
keen on having its share im this” world-strugglie 
agaist the swastika. Judaism, the rcligron of our 
people, is a teaching in which we find everything 
we need spiritually in this world-strugglce. The 
teaching of the prophets and of the rabbis offers the 
best ideologies contradicting the ideologies of 
totalitarianism. »We must tell our young people all 
about m and only by doimg so shall we have hope 
that the Jewish youth of to-day will be the Jewish 
people of to-morrow.

The 
Jewish teacher, the Jewish leader, the Jewish speaker 
has to mix with our adolescents, has to sit with them 
in their clubs; and wherever young people come to- 
yether after ther daily work, there must the 
problems of Judaism be discussed. Although the 
problems of to-day seem at first chiefly of a political 
and social character, when we confront them with 
the eternal answers of Judaism we shall have to 
speak about Jewish history and literature, about 
Jewish traditions and outlook, and also about ou: 
beloved Hebrew language for the revival of which 
Zionism has done so much. In short, we have to 
give our young people Jewish knowledge. Only by 
doing so can we lead them back to the source trom 
which they. can draw the strength to stand as Jews 
in this world-struggle against the forces of evil. And 
to. stand’ as Jews means to be really connected with 
all Judaism connotes and not merely to make a 
grab for the badge which an ideology offers for a 
rapidly vanishing phase, 


4iE <ituation we are facing to-day may be seen 
from those young people, often children, coming 
from orthodox homes many of them, who turn to 
ideological political badges. Not that an ideology 
in itself may be right or wrong in what it represents 
for the day. That is, beside the point. But the 
fervid concentration of it tends towards a new 
“assimilation,” and to youth it may come to repre- 
sent a new religion. Then these young folk are lost 
to the Jewish people. 

Judaism is an eternal answer to the problems of 
humanity. No ideology, even the one we may. 
choose because according to our political conviction 
it is the right ideology, is an eternal answer. These 
words of our portion of the Law “ Justice, justice 
shalt thou follow, that theu mayest live,” remind us 
what Judaism is. It is the source from which we 
draw the ideas, the ideologies, and the outlooks 
suitable to the times in which we live. But we 
must see Judaism apart from the ideas and the 
ideologies of the times. The times change. The 
validity of these words “ Justice, justice shalt thou 
follow, that thou mayest live,’ never changes. These 
words of our portion of the Law point to the 
unchangeable Judaism about which we must have 
knowledge. There is no better programme in these 
times of movement and fluctuation than to acquire 
Jewish knowledge. 


JOINT FOREIGN COMMITTEE 
Bank Holiday Conference 


The following communiqué was issued on Monday 
(August 10) by the Secretary of the Deputies : 

The Joint Foreign Committee met on the 3rd and 
4th August, 1942, during which it held four sessions. 
The meeting, which was also attended by members 
of the Executive Committees of the Board and of 
the Anglo-Jewish Association, and by representa- 
lives of the Palestine Committee of the Board, dis- 
cussed in detail, amongst other matters, aspects of 
the Jewish question under the main heads of relief 
and reconstruction; regularisation of the status of 
Jews in post-war Europe; Palestine; means of co- 
operation with Governments and Jewish organi- 
sations. 

The sessions afforded opportunity for a full and 
frank exchange of views and will provide much 
valuable additional material for the discussions of 
the Joint Foreign Committee which are continuing.

NAZIS THREATEN DUTCH 
CHRISTIANS 


Sympathy With Deportees 


Following An official broadcast by the Nazi-con- 
trolled Hilversum radio last weck, announcing the 
wholesale deportation of Jews trom Holland, the 
Dutch radio has threatened the Protestant clergy 
of Holland with “ unfortunate consequences 
should they continue to show sympathy with the 
Jews. 

In a speech last week, the Reichkommissar s 
* The Roman Catholic and 
Protestant Churches have addressed to the Military 
commandant, Christiansen, a request for the better 
treatment of the Jews. The Jews are Germany s 
most dangerous enemies. Dutchmen cannot actively 
defend themselves against them without looking at 
the matter through spectacles of silly humanitarian 
sentiment. Owing to the passivity of the Dutch, 
we Germans have taken over the solving of the 
Jewish question and have started to send the Jews 
to the cast. 


Not Barbarians 


“We are not barbarians,” he added cynically, 
* we will send their families with the Jews, but there, 
in the empty towns in the cast, they must start 
salvage work. Their lot will be hard but one should 
not forget that they came here poor and shabby. 
The historical task which National Socialism has 
assumed will be carried through. Everyone crossing 
us or hindering us must, whatever his nationality, 
expect the same lot as the Jews. The Germans 
must consider the “Roman Catholic Jews” (sic) 
their worst enemies and arrange for their quickest 
possible transport to the east. This has already 
taken place, .They try, by pamphlets and radio to 
incite decent Dutchmen. Everyone hindering the 
German military or civil authorities will be punished 
with the full severity of the law. Over a thousand 
Dutch hostages: must pay with their lives tor what 
their compatriots thoughtlessly do. Everyone must 
understand this and not reckon that the Germans 
will refrain from executing the necessary Measures. 

Professor Hendrik Kracmer, of Leyden Univer- 
sity, who was very active in Dutch Protestant 
circles, has been sent to a concentration camp tor 
denouncing the anti-Jewish regime. 

In the meantime, the Nazis have ordered all male 
Dutch Jews, aged 15 to SS, to present themsclves 
for a medical examination to sce whether they are 
fit for forced labour in Eastern Europe 

Aged and ailing Jews and Jewesses will be sent 
to the ghetto in Amsterdam, and young Jewesses 
will be sent to forced labour camps in Holland. | 

It is recorded that cases have lately occurred in 
Holland of young Jewish girls having been sent to 
military brothels. 


POPE PLEADS IN VAIN AGAINST 
FRENCH DEPORTATIONS 


The deportation to Eastern Europe of the de- 
tained 28,000 alien Jews in Paris is being completed, 
and the Nazis are now making preparations tor the 
deportation to Eastern Europe of alien Jews from 
the provinces. It is stated that the protest reported 
last week to have been sent by the Vatican to 


Marshal Pétain against the deportations of Jews 
from Paris completely failed to induce the Nazi 
authorities to change their policy, although the 


Vichy Government submitted the Papal protest to 
them. One message stated that the Pope described 
the deportations as “inhuman.” Peétain is said 
to have asked the Nazis, threugh Laval, to cancel 
their plans to deport the Jews trom Paris; but the 
Nazis merely agreed to contine their deportations 
for the time being, to “* non-French ™ Jews, 

A protest against the deportations from Vichy 
France was broadcast from London last week by 
a Free French speaker. He denounced, in the name 
of the French National Committee, * the unheard- 
of blow against French sovereignty and honour by 
a Government acting under forcign orders.’ The 
deportations were a “ monstrous violation of the 
right of asylum, of human rights, and of the moral 
and legal tradition of France.” 

Priests of Jewish origin who are forced to wear 
the yellow star in Parts are meeting with general 
sympathy on the part of the Paris population, 
according to reports reaching London. It is a 
common sight to see the priests being surrounded 
in the streets and shaken by the hand by strangers. 

Some French students who got hold of stars and 
wore them have been seized by the Gestapo and 


sent to the dreaded camps at Campitgne and 
Drancy. Others have had their identity cards 
stamped “ Jew,” and are being treated as loos by 


the Germans. 


SLOVAKS OPPOSE DEPORTATIONS 


When the gquisling Government of Slovakia 
recently arranged for a film to be shown at the 
cinemas depicting scenes of the deportations of Jews 
to Eastern Europe, the effect was one the Govern- 
ment had not bargained for. Instead of applause, 
many Slovaks, and even Germans, demonstrated 
their sympathy with the deportees. The Nazi 
GRENZBOTE, reporting the incident, denounces the 
* Aryans ” who displayed such “ a lack of national 
pride and failure to understand the value of the 
action of the Government in liberating the country 
from the Jews.” 

Casovosti, a quisling newspaper, complains that 
people in the small towns and municipalities are 
denouncing what they consider the “ inhuman 
treatment of the Jews.” 

A trial just held in Bratislava has proved that 
patriots in Slovakia of whatever race or creed still 
find means of against the Nazis. 
A number of Slovak, German, and Jewish intel- 
lectuals, including two girls, were sentenced for con- 
ducting jointly an anti-Nazi prepaganda campaign. 


EXILE OF BELGIAN JEWS 


Non-Jews Demonstrate 


The Nazis continue to expel to Poland Belgiag 
Jews accused of sabotage and resistance to the 
invaders. Over 1,000 Jews are among the latest 
exiles. These deportations are regarded as a pre. 
liminary to 4 mass expulsion of Belgian Jews ang 
non-Jews to Eastern Europe. 

What infuriates the Nazis is that large numbers 
of non-Jews continue to demonstrate their Sym- 
pathy with the impoverished and hounded Jews jn 
various ways. One way is to buy from Jewish 
children in the street, photographs of Jews wearing 
the Star of David badge. The Belgians cagerly 
snap up these photographs, paying more fo; them 
than the children ask. 

The Nazis attack the Mayor of Antwerp for 
placing at the disposal of the Jewish Association, 
free of charge, the use of a number of rooms in 
four municipal institutions and schools. His action, 
the Nazis consider, ts a special demonstration of 
sympathy with the Jews. 

The text of an address by Cardinal van Rocy, the 
Primate of Belgium, in which he condemned Nagi 
racialism, has reached Belgian circles in London. 

Jewish ghetto clders in Cracow have been ordered 
by the Nazis to make room for about 10,000 Jewish 
deportees from. Belgrum. Some 600 Belgian Jews 
have already arrived. Many of the deportces are of 
Polish ormm, but there are among them also Jews 
whose ancestors have been established im Belgium 
for centuries, and even some Jewish citizens of the 
UL S.A. who had not managed to escape. 


FURIOUS FARINACCI 
Farmaces, the leader of the Hahan Jcw-barters, 


has published in his REGIME Fascists another 
attack on Italians who show pro-Jewish scotiments. 


This time he censures Italians in places where Jews 
have been sent for forced labour. According to the 
RiGoime Fascista, many Itahans there arc demon- 
strating ther sympathy with the Jews by giving 


them food, cigarettes, and other gifts. Worse still, 
complains Farmace:, the local Fascist leaders are 
totally imdificrent to such pro-Jewish dcmonstra- 
trons. Such leaders, he says,- must verely 
punished, together with the gurlty Ita!

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JEWS OF THE UKRAINE 


How the New Russia Retrieved 
the Old 


AN INTERESTING BROADCAST 


The following very interesting little broadcast 
talk was given recently by Mr. Maurice Edelman in 
the European Service: 

{ used to know a village in the Ukraine called 
Novaya Zlatopolya. It was as big as, well—say 
Lidice. Rising suddenly on the skyline of the rolling 
yellow-red plains, it looked just like any other 
village of that part of the Soviet Union—white- 
washed huts, brick chimneys with drifting smoke, 
an unexpected!y modern block of stuccoed flats, 
and pigs and chickens wandering about the domestic 
plots 

All around, you could hear the chugging and 
rattling and clanking of tractors moving like ener- 
gectic ants over the collective farms. And dotted here 
and there, you'd sce the peasant women with their 
coloured kerchicfs bending over their work, side by 
side with the men. It was an ordinary enough 
sight in the Ukraine before the war—tlits prosperous 
village with its busy collective farms. And yet, 
Novaya Zlatopolya, outwardly so like its neigh- 
bours, had a distinguishing feature. Its inhabitants 
were all Jews; the peasants in the fields were Jews ; 
and the farm managers mounted on their short 
cossack horses were Jews as well. 


The New Life 


“ {ts the new Soviet life,” said Isakov, one of 
the directors, a tough sunburnt man of about 35. 
‘ Look how we used to live under Tsarism. We 
were confined to the western areas of Russia and 
restricted to certain types of work. They made us 
pedlars, hucksters, petty traders, usurers. And 
then, when they'd ruined our physique in airless, 
unhealthy slums, they'd say, There's your miser- 
able Jew! * Or when we followed the degrading 
occupations that they put us to, they’ d say, * These 
Jews are dirty commercial cheats! ' 

“ Well, when the revolution came, there was an 
end of money-lending and petty trade and we weie 
given the chance to live as decent human beings, and 
work at what we would. Tens of thousands of 
Jews chose to work on the land. The Government 
gave us land in the regions where we were already 
living~-in the Ukraine and the Crimea. And that’s 
how we ve become peasants.” 

‘Did you find it difficult turning from trade to 
farming? "| asked him. 

Well I didn't.” he answered. ‘“ I wasn't more 
than a child in 1917. And my generation has grown 
up as real Soviet’ peasants. It was a bit hard for 
the older ones, but they had a lot of help.” 


Cossack Friends 


‘From the Government? I asked again. 

‘From the Cossacks,” he replied. “ Yes, trom 
the Cossacks. They'd been taught to hate the Jews, 
but always by appealing to the goodness in the 
Cossack’s heart—through slanders of the Jew who 
was the scapegoat for Tsarism’s sins. They were 
suspicious and cautious at first of the Jewish 
peasMts. Then after the hard winter of 1929, we 
gave them seed-grain. -And they came and helped 
us with the harvest and lent us their boar for pig- 
breeding. That's how we became fricnds. Come 
to our festival to-morrow; we're having a riding 
competition with our neighbours.” 

I went to the festival. The men and women were 
mostly in gay Ukrainian costume and formed a 
wide arc while the stallions and mares were led 
past for the judging by the Chairman of the regional 
soviet, It was difficult to know from the audience 
who were Cossacks and who were Jews because the 
applause was very loud when a Jew won the trick- 
riding contest. The only dissenting voices were from 
an old Rabbi who thought it ungodly for any man, 
let alone a Jew, to ride underneath a horse; and 
from an old Ukrainian who argued that any Jew 
who could ride underneath a horse must be a 
Cossack. 

The Nazi Invasion 


All this seems to have happened a long time ago. 
As the Nazi armies neared Novaya Zlatopolya, 
Goebbels tried again and again to revive the dead 
racial hatred of the Cossacks for the Jews. He failed. 
Above his voice, they could hear the groans of the 
tortured Cossacks in the western villages. Jewish 
peasants and Ukrainian peasants went out in the 
Red Army to defend their rodina—their Soviet 
Fatherland. 

To-day the village of Novaya. Zlatopolya lies 
devastated, its fields are blackened by fire, its 
children bloated with starvation, its women trans- 
ported as slave labour to Poland. But its young 
men, the sunburnt, hopeful young Jews, whom |! 
saw toiling with a new vision of life in which Jews 
might take their place in mankind's forward march 
—these Jews remain on Soviet soil, side by side, 
in a new neighbourliness with their Cossack com- 
ao They share their graves where they fell in 

attie. 

And there they will still be resting when a new. 
Ziatopolya, purified by the Red Army of the Nazi 
stain, will arise as their monument and a fulfil- 
ment of their hopes for a better world.

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FIRST STEP TOWARDS A 
JEWISH ARMY 


THE decision to create separate Jewish infantry battalions 
of a Palestine Regiment marks an obvious step forward. 
Battalions are not an Army, but nobody can say under what 
compulsion of events they may become such. Meanwhile, 
what is important is—as has been pointed out by the 
Anglo-American Committee in their statement—that a 
clear recognition has been given, for the first time in this 
war, of the right of Jews to fight as Jews. The limitation 
of this right to Jews from certain areas is an artificial one. 
Similarly, we are told, the Regiment will be employed 
normally in Palestine or adjacent countries for the defence 
of Palestine. But war is nothing if not horribly abnormal, 
and the defence of Palestine may necessitate operations 
in countries not so very adjacent. In that event, that 
limitation will tend to grow very thin, and with it the whole 
case, such as it is, against a Jewish Army recruited not 
merely in Palestine but elsewhere. On the broadest view, 
however, the restriction is illogical. If it is just that Jews 
should be permitted to defend themselves, as Jews, in Pales- 
tine, it is no less just that the same right be accorded them 
to resist extermination wherever the locale may be. 

To record that Jews throughout the world have been 
cheered and heartened by the Government's decision its 
merely to state the sober fact. Furthermore, the choice by 
the Government of the occasion for making their pronounce- 
ment, that is to say in response to the raising of the matter 
in Parliament by a member of the Anglo-American Com- 
mittee for a Jewish Army, was a graceful but none the less 
pointed gesture which has not passed unappreciated on 
either side of the Atlantic. By this an unmistakable 
tribute has been paid to the high-minded and selfless 
endeavours of the distinguished members of the American 
Committee for a Jewish Army and of its more recently 
established sister body in this country, the Anglo-American 
Committee. At the same time, this first step forward reflects 
no little credit upon the representative of the American 
Committee over here, Captain Jeremiah Helpern, whose 
modest and manly dignity, courageous determination, and 
single-minded devotion to the Jewish Army cause have won 
the respect-of Englishmen wherever he has gone. 

[he principle of a Jewish fighting force being now 
admitted, it is up to the Jews of Palestine to make the very 
utmost of it. Not to do so would not only be flat betrayal 
of Palestine and the truly holy cause of the United Nations, 
but would cover Jewry as a whole, including even those 
of them in the Allied Armies, with ridicule, and play 
straight into the hands of its watchful enemies. The 
absence of any provision for parity of numbers as between 
the Jewish and the Arab troops in the Palestinian battalions 
constitutes an admirable opportunity, but is also a test of 
Jewish zeal. Jews everywhere expect that their Palestine 
brethren will pass that test with flying colours—and not 
least because they are Jewish colours. 

lhe demand for a Jewish Army will go on. The coming 
decisive clashes, with their distressing but unhappily 
inevitable drain on flesh and blood resources, will invest 
the call for man-power with a realism and an urgency 
which will wash out, or rather flood out, the pettifogging 
Casuistries of its opponents. But it is the moral argument, 
even more than that of sheer expediency, which will gather 
weight and upon which Jews resolutely take their stand. 
For 2,000 years the Jews have been mercilessly attacked 
as a people. On those tragic lines, they have been sought 
out and assailed with fire and sword. The Crusades, the 
Black Death massacres, the ritual murder assaults, the 
pogroms, are only some of the bloody chapters in the story 
of a people’s unparalleled martyrdom. They have now 
culminated in the unheard-of threat of a people's annihila- 
tion by a blood-crazed maniac dictator possessing power 
of a formidableness never before matched to make good 
his purpose, at least in appalling degree. This challenge 
to their collective existence Jews demand power to meet 
collectively. 

This is not a mere Zionist or Palestine question. That 
perversion was only fathered upon the Jewish Army plan 
by “the misguided initiative which certain Zionists of 
proven ineptitude took, and is falsified by the fact 
that the Committees for a Jewish Army both here and 
in America are manned, in part, by some who are 
neutral on the Zionist issue, or even opposed to 
Zionism. The question of a Jewish Army is a question 
= Jewish honour, of Jewish self-respect, of whether 
right of every people to fight 
nners for future existence, or whether 

cy are to forgo that elementary obligation, to com- 
mit their cause to other armies, and to rely u the old 
schnorrerei whose piti 

| pitiful course has been marked through 
centuries by retrogression on the heels of progress, 
by derision, by contumely, and futility. This question is

a moral question, because the refusal of a people's right 
to defend itself when attacked humbles and abases it, and 
s an offence against the spirit. It is also a denial of the 
Allies’ loud-trumpeted, though no doubt honourably pro- 
claimed, ideals in the present conflict. And it is in 
horrid discord, in particular, with the lofty principles of 
the Atlantic Charter. On these moral and in the truest 
sense patriotic grounds the fight for a Jewish Army canpot 
but be pursued. It is in the interests of the Allies and of 
all nations. An enchained Jewry has before now been a 
misfortune to the world. It would make a hideous mockery 
of the brave new world that is to come presently, just 
as, conversely, a Jewry at peace in its own soul because 
it has helped to win salvation under God by the power of Its 
own right arm and can in its newborn liberties give more 
freely of its capacities to all, will be a blessing to man- 
kind. The day when the Jew is liberated from the role of 
scapegoat will mark also the moral deliverance of all 
peoples. 
We believe that these aspects of the matter will sink 
deeper and deeper into the national conscience. Of that, 
the sympathy which was given to Jews during the debate 
on the Government's plan, and in particular, though one 
is not necessarily in agreement with all its views, the 
witty and eloquent speech of the Conservative Member, Mr. 
But what is one to 
say of the speech of a Jewish member, Mr. D. L. Lipson, 
the only Jew to speak in this discussion about Jews, as 
the non-Jews present must have noticed—with astonish- 
ment and perhaps something worse? Mr. Lipson, it 
appears, was concerned not with any lofty moral issues, 
but with his security, with his own undisturbed comfort 
in the réle of British patriot. He could not abide the 
thought of “a Jewish people.” He made great play with 
the “ ‘orrible * dangers this must, in his view, entail. He 
was even, after the manner of his kind, “ more royalist 


than the King.” Wrapping himself in the Union Jack, he 


protested even against the limited concession of some 
Jewish battalions which the Government plan envisages. 
Sad to say, he forgot that it was God Almighty Himself who 
bade Pharaoh let his “ people” go, and. that therefore 
this super-patriotic Jewish M.P., was challenging the faith, 
of Christians as well as Jews, of the vast majority of the 
inhabitants of this God-fearing land. And, coming down 
to purely mundane authority, men of no less intellectual 
eminence than Mr. Lipson—Lord Balfour, Mr. Lloyd 
George, General Smuts, and the rest—were not alarmed 
by the “dual nationality ” obsession which so affrights 
Mr. Lipson when they drew up the Balfour Declaration. 
For they made it clear that “ nothing shall be done which 
may prejudice . . . the rights and political status enjoyed 
by Jews in any other country.” Indeed, one is puzzled to 
know in what capacity other than that of a member of a 
separate people Mr. Lipson himself spoke, when he 
announced to the House that he was a Jew. “1! have one 
advantage over my hon. friends who have addressed the 
House on the subject of a Jewish Army to-day in that 
they are not Jews and I am,” he declared, and proceeded 
to claim that Jews were serving in the British Army. He 
had his just reward, however, in the plaudits of Wing- 
Commander James who almost fell upon him and 
embraced him in the exuberance of his enthusiasm for 
this one ewe lamb of a Jewish soul-mate. 

For Mr. James, there was a distinction to be made 
between the “ old-established British Jews” and the 
Zionist Jews,” to the latter’s disadvantage, and he sighed 
that there would be less anti-Semitism if only Jews all 
followed Mr. Lipson’s line. Well, there would certainly 
be less munitions from Palestine for the British Middle East 
Forces let alone fewer stalwart fighters there if all Jews had 
copied Mr. Lipson’s brand of patriotism and refused a 
Home. And as for anti-Semitism being 
diminished if the Jews were to refuse to come out under 
their own colours and fight their battles, we suggest that 
Mr. Lipson or his admirer should debate that issue before 
an honest-to-goodness audience of plain British citizens 
and see how they react. Meanwhile he and his admiring 
Mr. James might reflect that there were very few “ Zionist 
Jews ” in Germany, but that this did not save the German 
Jews skins, or prevent the names of German-Jewish 
soldiers from being erased from the war memorials. But 
Mr. James, who as late as 1939 was a member of the Anglo- 
German Fellowship, should scarcely need reminding of this. 

British Jews, let it be emphatically added, do not require 
lectures on patriotism. Their record stands. Only it is 
not of the un-British kind which Mr. Lipson peddles, and 
is certainly not marred by their Zionist sympathies. Very 
much the reverse; very much!

POLISH JEWS IN RUSSIA 


Amip the many troubles that have followed in the wake of 
Hitler's war on Russia is that of the fate of the hundreds of 
thousands of Jews and Poles who fled into Russia from the in- 
vaders. The Poles are finding their national place in the ranks 
of the new Polish Army now located in Persia. So are those 
Polish Jews who came from Poland west of the Russo-German 
frontier of 1939. Those Jews, on the other hand, who had 
come from Poland east of that line, are, with other Minorities 
there, deemed Russian citizens, and, as such, are ineligible for 
membership of a Polish Army. Though this may seem super- 
ficially to be a relatively simple situation, in actual fact it jg 
not so clear, for the differentiation of nationality between 
ethnic Poles from Eastern Poland and the minorities from 
these parts involves difficult complications in a number of 
respects, especially in the matter of the refusal of permission 
to the Jews among them—numbering some,half a million—to 
proceed with the Poles to areas such as Persia and the Near 
East for military training. The question ts whether the matter 
could not be cleared up. Better still, perhaps, could not an 
escape from the difficulty be found by transferring the males of 
military age and suitability, among the 450,000 Jews involved, 
to Palestine with a view to their enlistment, as far as possible, 
in the Jewish arm of the Palestine Regiment? By this means, 
the question of national status could be sidetracked for the 
moment, and a military service rendered to all the United 
Nations. It would be of value if the Russian Government 
could spare a moment from its admittedly grave preoccupations, 
to indicate its reaction to this proposal and perhaps at the 
same time to clarify the facts of the whole position. 


IN SUSPENSE 


THERE is in no quarter any desire to prolong unduly the 
lamentable controversy brought about by the serious blunder- 
ing of the Trades Advisory Council. But the position, as it 
now stands, is obviously unsatisfactory and this means that 
the appeal for funds which was about to be issued in the 
interests of this body and the Defence Committee of the Board 
of Deputies must be for all practical purposes indefinitely 
“hung up.” To go on with this appeal now, after all that has 
happened, and before the position is properly cleared up, 
would be to court failure, and it must be presumed. there- 
fore, that no such course is contemplated. Hf that assumption 
be correct, then it is plain that the whole trouble should be 
disposed of with the least possible delay. Any helpless drift- 
ing can Only lead to fresh frictions and anxieties. 


WHAT NEXT? 


ALREADY the provincial branches of the Council are. as was 
inevitable, finding themselves in a very difficult position. They 
feel unable to remain affiliated to a body which has revealed 
such “serious internal weakness,’ and they are, conse- 
quently, in the absence of an authoritative lead. confronted 
by two alternatives. They can either wind up their work 
and leave the matter there, or they can break away from the 
Council, and carry on a separate local existence. The first 
and purely negative plan which has been adopted hy the 
Cardiff branch, is, though in the circumstances a safe and 
reasonable procedure, nevertheless a set-back to the really good 
work which the T.A.C. was founded to perform. The disso- 
lution of affiliated bodies would only mean that the activities 
they were designed to engage in would cease and as such 
activities had evidently been deemed necessary the result 
could only be a loss. The second alternative. on the other 
hand, would, if extensively adopted, mean the setting up of a 
number of disconnected organisations up and down the 
country, without central control, unless. they formed them- 
selves into some kind of federation. But both the process 
and the result of this development might very well be 
fraught with the risk of all the many evils that rivalry and 
“competition ” in such delicate work can produce. Yet any 
largely unregulated process is not ideal even should the 
worst dangers be avoided. In these circumstances it is more 
than ever up to the Chairman of the Council to retire from 
that position and thereby, in the interests of the communal 
welfare which he claims sincerely to cherish, to clear the way 
for a reorganisation of the Council on lines which will restore 
the public confidence and save all question of breakaways. 
There can be, and is, no better approach to the problem. Failing 
that, some way out will have to be found by the Deputies, «hose 
OWN prestige is manifestly involved in a sensible and democratic 
clean-up of the whole sorry business. 


OVERSEAS COMRADES IN ARMS 


Tue gathering forces of the Allies form a colourful and 
heartening feature of the British war scene just now. They 
also offer to private citizens opportunities to extend to our 
visitors a hearty welcome that will cheer our comrades 
from overseas, and incidentally further the cause upon which 
they and we are intent. Already the Jewish War-Services Com- 
mittee has appealed for hospitality for Jews who are among 
the American Forces now with us, and it is good to note that a 
generous response has been made. They now repeat the appeal 
in connection with the Holy-days and include in it the 
Jews from the Dominions. Many of them are without 
friends or relatives on this side, and they would leap at 
the chance of being receivéd by fellow-Jews in a Jewish 
household during the coming Holy-days. It is a small 
sacrifice that British Jews are thus asked to make. Or rather 
it is no sacrifice at all, for by the happiness it will conler 
through an essentially Jewish duty well done it will bless him 
that gives as well as him that takes. It is hoped that there will 
be a ready response to the call, and not too much delay about 
it, for there is little time to lose. Full information can be 
had from the Jewish War-Services Committee, Woburn House, 
Upper Woburn Place, W.C.1.

To the Editor of THe JewitsH CHRONICLE 


Sir,—Instructions have now been issued by the 
Admiralty, War Office, and Air Ministry that, pro- 
vided the exigencies of the service permit, and 
subject to operational requirements, leave may be 
granted to officers and other ranks of the Jewish 
faith who are desirous of observing the New Year 
(September 12 and 13) and the Day of Atonement 
(September 21). In each case, the celebration of 
the Festival commences at sunset on the previous 
day, and those who are granted leave will be 
afforded facilities to reach their destinations by that 
time. 

It must be stressed, however, that any leave 
granted to Jewish personnel for these Festivals will 
be in lieu of, and not in addition to, the normal 
periods of leave available for all personnel. 

Applications for leave must be made by all ranks 
to their respective Commanding Officers at the 
earliest possible moment.

The Self-Denunciation Peril 
From the Rev. S. CLAYMAN 
To the Editor of THe JewisH CHrRonicie 


Sir,—I wish to express my appreciation of the 
firm stand your journal has taken against associating 
the Jewish name with the black market. Only Jast 
week the B.B.C. announced that there were as many 
as 2,900 prosecutions against this form of crime. 
One should have thought that the half dozen or so 
offenders with long sounding names were the only 
ones. I have no doubt that the wide publicity given 
to this false impression owes its origin to under- 
ground Nazi activity. 

Some years ago, before the war, a very indignant 
congregant wrote to me about the behaviour of a 
refugee on the bus. He urged me, for the sake of 
the good Jewish name, to censure his arrogant 
behaviour from the pulpit. I was alive to the danger 
involved. I replied that though I was willing to 
speak to the individual concerned, I considered it 
a blunder and a great wrong to follow his advice. 
The writer saw my point of view. If he had seen 
the use of a recent speech made by the Chief Rabbi 
in a local monthly magazine he would have been 
even more convinced, I was not willing to support 
our enemies or to help Hitler. Those who spread 
the notice that guilt of any kind is specifically or 
chiefly Jewish are playing Hitler's game. Knowingly 
or unknowingly they are his agents. 

The position of Ministers is particularly difficult 
in these days. There is no person who doeth only 
good and sinneth not. There is no congregation 
without some blame requiring correction. But the 
enemy is lurking in ambush, waiting for the words 
from our mouths which he can exploit for his foul 


purpose, ‘“ Guard my lips” must be our watch- 
word and our constant prayer.

MANCHESTER COUNCIL 
AND REFUGEE TUTOR 


Rejection Strongly Condemned 


The refusal of the Manchester City Council to 
contirm the Education Committee's recommendation 
of a German Jewess for an appointment as tutor 
in needlework and dressmaking at the College of 
Domestic Economy (which we reported last week), 
has aroused a storm of criticism, some of which 
has been expressed in a large number of letters that 
have appeared in the MANCHESTER GUARDIAN. 

The Head Mistress of the Manchester High School 
for Girls, Mary G. Clarke, wrote: “ An occasion of 
this kind is a supreme test of the sincerity of our 
intentions in this war, and from the educational 
point of view Councillors who voted against the 
Committee's recommendation may well feel uncasi- 
ness as to the probable repercussions of their action. 
A large proportion of secondary school boys and 
girls take a keen and increasingly critical interest in 
politics, national and local. It is -vain to expect 
them to believe that this war is being waged by the 
Allies for freedom and against tyranny and, further 
insincere to invite them to give their lives in such 
a cause so long as the object-lessons provided by 
those in authority are in exactly the opposite sense.’ 


The Hitler Principle 


Many letters made the point that the principle 
on which the decision rests is precisely the principle 
on which Hitler has carried out his persecutions 
One writer says: “ Official propaganda urges the 
German people to revolt against their Nazi rulers: 
and yet when one who has herself resisted and faced 
these hardships and been driven from her country 
offers us her skilled help and talent we can find no 
place for her.” 

A small minority:of the letters defended the 
Council's decision. am. sure,” said one, “ an 
Englishwoman could have been found capable of 
filling the post....A German's education, rearing. 
and environment must produce a diflerent mentality 
and outlook from the English, and in my opinion 
not a better one. This mentality and outlook on life 
reveal themselves in all lessons or lectures.”

AGENCY REVISIONIST 
NEGOTIATIONS 


Settlement Reached | 


The protracted negotiations for the establishment 
of a united defence front of the Yishuy were success- 
fully completed on Monday with the conclusion of 
an agreement between the Security Committee of the 
Agency and the Revisionist headquarters. 

The agreement provides for the full participation 
of the Revisionists in the general mobijsation 
scheme of the Yishuv including the recruitment of 
Jews for the fighting units and the organisation of 
internal defence. 

There were many ups and downs in the negotia- 
tions and on several occasions it seemed that they 
would have to be completely abandoned. Following 
a serious crisis, however, the negotiators succeeded 
in overcoming all the obstacles.

22.500 PALESTINIANS SERVING 
Latest Estimates 


li is estimated that a total of 22.500 Palestinians 
are al present serving in the Army and Aw Force in 
ihe Middle East, cables our Jcrusalem= corre- 
spondent. 

Of this total, nearly 16,000 arc Palestinian Jews 
and 1.480 Jewesses according to semi-olhcial higures. 
In addition, there are tens of thousands of Jews 
serving in various auxiliary formations, mcluding 
the police, such as the Notrym or Jewish Settiement 
Police, whose training is proceeding along Home 
Guard lines. Then there are many Jews also engaged 
in the coastal patrols, airficld detences, railway 
defence, and so forth. 


PALESTINE AFTER THE WAR 


Plans for Agriculture 


That the Palestine Government ts already prepar- 
ing plans to enable Palestine agriculture Lo lace post- 
war conditions was revealed by Mr. F. R. Mason, 
Director of Agriculture and Fisheries, at a Press 
conicrence in Tel-Aviv. 

The Government, he said, was encouraging the 
Production of cereals, especially of wheat and 
barley, and had allotted large sums to the producers 
in order to enable Palestine agriculture to compete 
with the import of agricultural products after the 
war. He added that the Government has ordered 
100 tractors from the United States for the cultiva- 
tion of an increased area. 

Referring to the citrus industry, Mr. Mason 
declared that the Palestine Government was assist- 
ing the orange groves by loans to tide them over 
the war period, after the conclusion of which they 
are expected not only to resume their activities 
within their pre-war scope, but also to develop 
hitherto uncultivated areas. 


ENEMY PLANES OVER PALESTINE 


Enemy ‘planes flew over Palestine several times 
during last week-end. Five air raid alarms were 
sounded in Haifa in forty-eight hours. The raiders 
were driven off by anti-aircraft batteries and there 
were no incidents. Tel-Aviv had one alert during 
the same period, 


HAILE SELASSIE’S MESSAGE 


A message expressing confidence that “ the Almighty will 
bring victory to Great Britain and her Allies and thus 
liberate the unfortunate nations suffering under the Nazi 
yoke,’” has been received by the Vaad Leumi from Emperor 
Haile Selassic, of Abyssinia. 

In his message the Emperor also thanked the Vaad Leumi 
for the good wishes expressed by the Yishuv on the occasion 
of his regaining his throne.

Mr. Easterman Addresses 
Continental Zionists 


_Mr. A. L. Easterman addressed the Council of 
Continental Zionists last Monday at the Jacob 
Ehrlich House, Belsize Park. Dr. L. Zelmanovits 
presided. 

“| find there exists in Jewry no common plat- 
form founded upon the essential need of the Jewish 
people to consider their problems on an international 
basis,’ said Mr. Easterman. “ 1 find it in no other 
place than the World Jewish Congress. 

“ The World Jewish Congress,” he continued, 
“embraces Zionists, non-Zionists, religious ele- 
ments, and labour elements. It is a platform round 
which these elements have sat and that is at least 
a beginning of consolidation. Unity of ideas we 
shall never have, and I don't particularly want it. 
! want unity of organisation in carrying those ideas 
fo a2 COMMON purpose and that we have in the 
World Jewish Congress.” 

Despite the present incredible catastrophe to 
Jews in Europe there was never a time when there 
was more disintegration in Jewry than there is now 
m a hundred. different ways. this so-called 
Anglo-Jewish Community there was disruption, 
disunity, and dissatisfaction. There were groups 
of people all playing their own little réle of unifying, 
not together but individually, separately, all main- 
tuning a geographical entity. Zionists had always 
denounced disruption but here they were, in the 
midst of the greatest onslaught on Jewry, main- 
taining disruption within disruption. He saw unity 
groups set up which only created disunity. Yet with- 
m our own- ranks there were still more sinister forces 
than the unity groups and the enemy without, We 
were torn to preces by our real enemy trom within 
the assimilationists, people whom he had termed 
" Anglos.” Anglo-Jews with the aceent on the Anglo. 


Plea tor World Jewish Congress 


The only way tor the rank and tile of Jewry to 
face these vital issues was by consolidation of their 
ranks on a broad platiorm of Jewish life now and 
inthe future. That broad platlorm was to be found 
im the World Jewish Congress. 

To-day the World Jewish Congress consisted of 
the Canadian Jewish Congress, the American Jewish 
Congress, the Australian Jewish Congress, the New 
Zealand Jewish Congress, and the British section. 
Last November the Congress had organised in 
Baltimore the first inter-Amertcan Jewish Confer- 
ence and for the first me in Jewish history Latin 
American Jews were brought into a Jewish organisa- 
tron, and thus the Congerence represented all the 
Jewrices of the Western Hemisphere. 

In London they had invited -representatives of 
European Jewries who had succeeded mm escaping, 
so that they maintained an international organtsa- 
tion. London had become the seat of the Europe 
of the future where there resided in embryo the 
Peace Conference, namely the Allied Governments. 
Phey had made it their business to establish the 
closest relations with those Governments, not as a 
group, NOt as a section, not as a political party, not 
as a religious entity, but as World Jewry. They had 
succeeded since 1940 in obtaining from almost all 
of those Governments important declarations with 
regard to the Jewish future. The declarations were 
mainly vague and general and non-committal, but 
they had been made to an international Jewish 
Organisation, 

At ‘the Conference of Allied Governments at St. 
James's last January to consider a denunciation of 
Nazi crimes and capress a determination to punish 
them. no mention was made of the Jews. But as 
a result of the approach by the World Jewish Con- 
gress the nine Governments had formally stated that 
their declaration of January 13, 1942, had obviously 
included the Jews. American Jewish contribution 
to the British War ecflort belore America entered 
the war was largely the work of the Congress. 

The Zionist Organisation recognised the need for 
the World Jewish Congress and the leading members 
of the Zionist Organisation were also the leading 
members of the Congress.

After dinner on Shabbat it was a very excited 
Sonia who awaited her guests. When they had all 
arrived Sonia, with a glowing face, asked the Pro- 
fessor to read the letter to them, but he smilingly 
refused and Sonia began to read it: 

“My dear Sonia—It is a very long time since 
I have been able to write you a lengthy letter, but 
{ am at the moment_in Jerusalem on a few days’ 
leave and I know you would like to hear about 
my adventures here. Yesterday we managed to 

rrow a car and a little petrol and drove out to the 
Salt Sea or Dead Sea. It took us just over half an 
hour through the desert. It is the deepest known 
lake below sea-level and is heavily saturated with 
chemicals: bathing in it is an experience I shall 
never forget, even you, my Sonia, would be able to 
float in it as the salt holds you up: one can bardly 
call it swimming, but it 1s a wonderful exhilarating 
feeling. Later, we looked round at the countryside 
and found it very stony, with many strange wild 
plants growing in profusion. We had asked permis- 
sion to visit the Palestine Potash Company's works. 
It is a factory that produces chemicals from the 
water of-the Salt Sea and exports them to various 
parts of the world. I expect you have heard that 
at one time false teeth were manufactured from 
these chemicals, but this is no longer done. 

“ On the return journey we paidca visit to the 
University at Jerusalem. you remember when 
I told you some time ago that the students, mostly 
with the help of scholarships, earn their way by 
doing different jobs?

OBITUARY 
MR. DAVID SASSOON 


Mr. David Solomon Sassoon, who dict’ on 
Monday. owned one of the finest-collections of 
Hebrew manuscripts and books possessed by any 
private individual, The descriptive catalogue of 
this library of which Mr. Sassoon was the author, 
was published by the Oxford University Press, jn 
1933 in two volumes, under the title of “ Ohe! 
Dawid and was greatly admired by Jewish 
scholars. 

In the following year Mr. Sassoon issued the 
* Diwan of Samuel Hanagid.” which he edited on 
the basis of some 16th century manuscipts, of 
Hebrew poetry, written by the Vizier Samuel (born 
993) and acquired by Mr. Sassoon on one of his 
many journeys in the East. He was editor and 
author of other literary works and contributed 
occasional notes on his manuscripts to THE Jrwisy 
C HRONICLI 

Mr. Sassoon was an elder of the Spanish and 
Portuguese Congregation and was ever keen to 
retain the traditional adherence to Jewish forms of 
service and religious customs. In this and in his 
Talmudic knowledge he resembled other members 
of his tamily His mother, the late Mrs. Flora 
Sassoon, was a remarkable woman—a popular May- 
fair hostess and a Hebrew scholar of great ability. 
His son, Mr. S. D. Sassoon, obtained his Rabbinical 
diploma a few years ago.

AMBULANCE WORK IN 
EAST LONDON 


No. 30 Division’s Fine Record 


The fine work of the No. 30 (East London) 
Division of the St. John Ambulance Brigade was 
well known before the war but its reputation has 
been greatly enhanced since September, 1939, and 
the honours bestowed on its members have been 
frequently recorded in these columns. 

Superintendent D. Stitcher and Ambulance 
Officers A. E. Shinegold and A. Goldstein were the 
first men in Stepney to be recognised by the Home 
Office as Air Raid Precautions lecturers and 
examiners, qualifying for their certificates as early 
as 1936. ince then they and the Divisional 
Surgeons, Drs, J. M. Raphael and N. Pines, and | ” 
also Dr. J. Seidenberg, M.B.E., of the East London 
Nursing Division, trained men thoroughly in the 
knowledge of first-aid in war-time and air raids 
precautions generally. 

The Division's pioneer work of providing and 
obtaining medical services in the public air-raid 
shelters led to the general provision in London 
shelters of such services. The amount of “No. 30's” 
work is illustrated by the records of 1941 alone, 
when 4,625 members of the public were attended to 
by members of the Division. The No. 76 (E. London) 
Nursing Division under Lady Superintendent F. A. 
Minot and Lady Ambulance Officer Mrs. Lionel de 
Rothschild, have given fine co-operation in women's 
and children’s cases.

Let them, he went on, be very proud of what they 
were—lIct them be proud that they were Jews, 
Poles, and Czechs, because in his humble estimation 
they were doing a Godly job.

In conclusion the Archbishop states: “ I feel sure 
that this is the real purpose of your enterprise— 
namely, that you should keep alive as an inspiration 
for all generations to come the memory of those 
people whom to-day we can only honour with our 
gratitude and our tears.”

BRITISH AND RUSSIAN JEWRIES 
Activities of Respective Committees 


The Jewish Anti-Fascist Committee in Kuibyshev 
in now in regular communication with the United 
Jewish Committee (incorporating the Jewish 1942 
Committee) in London. A recent message asks for 
more information about the British Committce’s 
undertakings, and also for a supply of materials and 
photos about the Jews in the British Army.

Committee from the Zionist Federation of Great 
Britain expressing Zionist sympathy with Russia in 
her heroic struggle against the common enemy. 
“We shall gladly associate ourselves,” states the 
letter, “ with the United Jewish Committee in this 
country in thei efforts.”

“THE TORAH AND SOCIALISM 


Giving the second of a series of lectures arranged 
under the auspices of Snif Bachad and the Torah 
Va'Avodah Organisation’ at the Willesden Syna- 
gogue, Rabbi H. Heinemann, Principal of the Man- 
chester Mercaz Limud of Bachad, spoke on **Torah 
and Socialism.” 

Judaism, he said, must show youth their way of 
life, if it was to occupy its correct place. They were 
witnessing a war between rival societies. As Jews. 
said the speaker, they must know whether it was 
in a Capitalist or socialist society that they could 
make a positive contribution to humanity. 

The Jew could only fulfil his obligations through 
society, but nether the individual nor the state 
could adopt a position of seclusion. The economic 
and social construction of modern society must be 
approachéd through the principles of the Torah 
which make class distinction impossible. Wealth 
meant duties, not privileges. In the Kibbutz these 
duties were realised through mutual responsibility, 
rendering the ideal of the brotherhood of man 
their only way of life.
